Washington, May 10 — (*) — A 


proposal for a new tax crackdown 
on persons who fail to report their 
corporatio n dividends as income 
was brought up for a vote' today 
i n the house ways and means 
committee.

new tax obligation on any taxpay- 
er, but is aimed at persons who. 
dodge* taxes on their dividend in- 
Come. It provides for a 10 per cent 
withholding tax oh dividends. Its 
yelld is estimated at-$150,000,000 a
